What is a heart? A doctor 
might say that it is an organ nec- 
essary for life. An artist might 
suggest that it is a symbol of 
love. For Grayling resident 
Lloyd Crawford, it’s probably a 
lot of both. 

In his case, a vital heart trans- 
plant did more than save his life. - 

~ It connected him to a family that 
was able to find in him a piece 
of their beloved father and hus- 
band. 
“I was two feet in the grave. 
It was just a matter of time,” said 
Crawford of his condition just 
prior to receiving a heart trans- 
plant on Jan. 7, 2001. 

Prior to the surgery, Crawford 
had a long history of heart trou- 
ble. He had a massive coronary 
in ’86, followed by major surg- 
eries in’87 and ’95, These mea- 
sures only managed to delay the 
failure of his heart. 

After suffering another major 
episode in 2000, Crawford faced 
a hard truth: he was not going to 
survive without a heart trans- 
plant. Nicole Justice (formerly Nicole Schaaf) places her hand on her father’s heart while dancing with Grayling resident Lloyd Crawford 
Continued on Page 7A at her wedding. Crawford received the heart of Nicole’s father, Karl! Schaaf, after he died in an automobile accident. “It’s just over-

MDOT employs new road construction techniques

More than a few Crawford 
County residents found them- 
selves baffled by the recent con- 
struction on M-72 running from 
the Old Dam Road intersection 
to the Kalkaska County line. 

In what appeared to be a non- 
sensical move, the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) patched the road and 
then proceeded to make it an 
even rougher drive than ever, 
covering it in loose gravel. 

Closer investigation reveals 
that MDOT workers knew exact- 
ly what they were doing. 

“What happened out there was 


per plan,” said MDOT delivery 
engineer Bill Wahl. 

He explained that the unusual 
road repairs were part of a three 
phase project. 

“The first step that happened 
was we went through and put a 
crack sealing treatment over the 
road,” said Wahl. 

This treatment is what some 
people mistook for the finished 
repair. This is not surprising, 
since MDOT left the road in this 
state for a length of time. 

“Whenever we do that we like 
to give it a week or two to set 
before we continue with the proj- 
ect,” said Wahl. 

Following this phase, MDOT 


covered the road with what 
appeared to be loose gravel, 
much to the confusion of many 
local drivers. 

Wahl explained that this “grav- 
e]” is actually a fiber reinforced 
bituminous membrane, 

“Its an emerging technology 
that we're using,” said Wahl, “It 
provides extra strength.” 

The membrane remained loose 
for a period of a few days. 

“After we completed that step, 
we placed a final paved surface,” 
said Wahl.

Hearing set for input 
on city ordinances

Grayling City residents will 
have the opportunity to comment 
on an update of the ordinances, 
used to regulate the community, 
later this month. 

A public hearing on the new 
ordinances will be held at 7 p.m. 
on Monday, Sept. 15, at the 
Grayling City Hall. 

For the last 15 months, city 
officials have been working on a 
codification of all city ordi- 
nances. In law, codification is the 
process of collecting and restat- 
ing the law of a jurisdiction in 
certain areas, usually by subject, 
forming a legal code. 

The ordinances were reviewed 


_ by city officials and a law firm to 


ensure that they comply with all 
state regulations and current case 
laws. 

Grayling City Manager David 


Hines pleaded no-contest to 
making false accusations of a 
felony. | 

46th Circuit Court Judge 
Janet M. Allen, recognizing that 
Hanna could have lost her liveli- 
hood, refused the inmate’s orig- 
inal plea of one year and one 
day. 

Hines was serving a nine 
month to 20 year prison sentence 
for a 1999 Wayne County car 
jacking. sase. when, he, made: the 
accusations in- the Crawford 
County prison. 

Due to the new offense, Hines 
was transferred to Michigan 
Reformatory, a prison in Ionia 
with a higher level of security. 

. “Corrections officers every- 
where won with this decision,” 
said Michigan Corrections 
Organization President Tom 
Tylutki, who represents more 
than 9,000 corrections and foren- 
sic officers around the state. 
“This type of thing happens reg- 


ularly, and to my knowledge, this . 


is the first time that a prisoner 
has been held accountable for 
this type of an attack on a correc- 
tions officer.” 


Thayer said the ordinances will 
be kept in an indexed book that 
will be more user friendly to city 
residents and the officials 
enforcing the ordinances. 

“It’s very clear and concise 
and there is no conflicting lan- 
guage,” Thayer said. 

Thayer said that this was the 
first complete update of the 
city’s ordinance since the City of 
Grayling was incorporated in 
1935, 

“To most people, it’s just a lot 
of paperwork, but this was a big 
undertaking and a big to do for 
the community,” Thayer said, 

The ordinances will go into 
effect 10 days after being 
approved by the Grayling City 
Council, which had two months 
to tweak the language of the reg- 
ulations after receiving a draft of 
the ordinances.

Food services contract, 
property sale approved

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board has approved a contract 
for the management of its break- 
fast and lunch program, while 
still taking a bite out of the dis- 
trict’s overall budget. 

The school board, at its regular 
monthly meeting in August, 
approved a contract to have 
Education and _— Training 
Connection provide food service 
consulting for the school district. 

The Midland-based company 
will pay Janet Gaffke, the dis- 


_tict's former nutrition a and food 
service director who retired from 
her position with the district in 


May, for the consulting. Gaffke 
worked for the school district for 
14 years and has an overall 25 
years serving in the education 
system. 

Education and _ Training 
Connection provides administra- 
tive services for the School 
Nutrition of Michigan. Gaffke 
has previously been involved 
with the School Nutrition 
Association of Michigan as a 
volunteer. 

Gaffke, who is a registered 
dietitian, will still do the menu 
planning for the district’s food 
services program. She will also 
work hand-in-hand with other 
food service employees in the 
district, teaching them aspects of 
the program she could not devote 
much time to as an administrator. 
Gaffke will also work with 


Crawford AuSable School 
Business Manager Michael 
Dunckel on the budgeting of the 
program. 


“Hopefully, I can coach the 
other employees to have a broad- 
er knowledge of the field,” 
Gaffke said. 

The contract with Education 
and Training Connection is for 
up to $18,900 for the school year 
for a maximum of 45 days of 


‘consulting once a week. 


Gaffke said she looks forward

to still having contact with the 


' students, food service employees 


and other school staff. 

“To be able to retire and to 
work some, I look forward to 
being in the consultant role,” she 
said. 

As a consultant, Gaffke is also 
doing an assessment and will 
make recommendations on the 
food services program for Bay 
City Public Schools. She is also 


working with the Michigan | 


Department of Transportation on 
its Team Nutrition Grant, provid- 
ing training and education to 


_food service employees | in sever- 
al other school districts. 


The district plans to go with- 
out a nutrition and food service 
director for the school year, due 
to budget constraints, and will be 
reassigning the duties to existing 
employees. 

Powers said the contract for 
Gaffke’s services is a transition 
to get food service employees 
and other school staff trained, 
which will result in a $75,000 
savings for the district. 

“We are just trying to save dol- 
Jars for operations and are con- 
tinually trying to focus dollars 
into the classroom,” Powers said. 

In other action, the school 

board approved the $15,200 sale 
of property which the district 
owned in the Sherwood kas 
subdivision. 
_ The lot was sold to Melissa 
and Todd Hull. The district put 
three lots in the subdivision on 
the market, but opted not to sell 
the other lots because they are 
not suitable to build homes. 

The lots were held by the 
school district since its high 
school building and trades class- 
room used to build homes in the 
community. The lots were put on 
the market to downsize the prop- 
erty the district holds and 
because the building and trades 
program no longer practices the 
home construction program.

{ Weather forecasting is an iffy 
business at best, but I’d say much 
bafer than political forecasting. 
Whe Farmers’ Almanac claims an 
bverall 80 to 85 percent accuracy 
rate year after year. 
} How does it do it? The maga- 
zine claims it relies on a compos- 
ite but “reclusive prognosticator” 
balled Caleb Weatherbee who 
hises a variety of signals encom- 
passed in “a secret formula based 
bn sunspots, the position of the 
planets and the tidal action of the 
jnoon.” 
Wow! Who can argue with a

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system like that? 

The magazine also claims 
some readers have indicated via 
e-mails they also see a rough 
winter ahead based on such 
omens as an abundance of acorns 
on the ground, or the frequency 
of fog in August. 

I was always partial to the 
wooly caterpillar to forecast 
weather, but now I plan to look 
for a density of acorns and 
August fog. It’s too late this year 
for the August fog watch, but I 
don’t remember anything unusu- 
al about misty mornings last 
month.

THE FARMERS’ Almanac 
sees below-average temperatures 
for two-thirds of the country, 
with above normal snowfall for 
the Great Lakes and Midwest, 
especially during January .and 
February. 


The Far West and Southeast 
will have near-normal tempera- 
tures, and the Northeast and Mid- 
Atlantic will have an unusually 
wet or snowy February. 

The Southwest is headed for 
above normal precipitation in 
December, with the same for the 
Southeast in January and 
February, followed by hot weath- 
er in June and July. 

These Almanac forecasts gen- 


erally don’t jibe with those of the . 


National Weather Service 
(NWS), which bases its forecasts 
on trends that call for warmer 
than normal temperatures over 
much of the country, including 
Alaska, for the winter months. 

_ While the Almanac weather 
forecasts are formulated about 
two years in advance, the 
National Weather Service has 
pointed out it’s nearly impossible 
to come up with accurate fore- 


casts more than a year ahead of 


time. 

These two agencies usually are 
at odds in their forecasts, with the 
NWS sticking to short-range pre- 
dictions based on recent trends, 


and the Farmers’ Almanac look-' 


ing two years ahead and depend- 
ing on sun spots, planet positions 
and ocean tides, 

* * * 

A YEAR AGO, the Almanac 
predicted plenty of snow across 
the Northeast, temperatures as 
much as three degrees below nor- 
mal along the Atlantic, and four 
major frosts as far south as 
Florida. 

It also said “the Great Lakes 
region will also take a pounding.” 
As [| recall, it snowed in 
Michigan about Thanksgiving, 
was colder than we liked it, and 
all the snow finally melted some- 
time after Easter. I would call 


that “a pounding.” 

The 2008 Almanac predictions 
pretty much missed this year’s 
widespread flooding, but includ- 
ed cool, wet spring in many 
places, active tornado and hurri- 


‘Cane seasons, warmer than nor- 


mal summers in some places. All 
came to pass, but that’s like pre- 
dicting snow in Colorado, hurri- 
canes in Florida and the 
Caribbean, and tornadoes in the 
Plains States. They happen every 
year. 

But maybe there is something 
to Caleb Weatherbee and other 
cloistered weather prognostica- 
tors. We ail like to know what’s 
going to happen weather-wise. 

* * * 

THE FARMERS’ Almanac, 
whose weather forecasts are cited 
here, is 192 years old and is 
based in Lewiston, Me.

Grayling resident makes heartfelt 
connection to organ donor’s family

By the end of 2000, he was 
hospital ridden and practically 
on his death bed. Not only are 
heart donors rare, but doctors 
were not finding an undamaged 
heart that was a good match for 
Crawford’s body. At long last, 
physicians had a heart that 
appeared to be a good match. 

“If I didn’t get it, I wasn’t 
going to make it,” said Crawford. 

On Jan. 6, 2001, Crawford got 
the word that the surgery had 
been approved. The operation 
was a success. He was up and 
walking within a day. He had 
been given a second shot at life. 

“T feel like I can do anything. 
Before, you know, I could hardly 
walk,” said Crawford. 

As is the case with any heart 
transplant, Crawford’s new 
beginning came out of another 
person’s untimely end. The 
donor was a 42-year-old father 
and husband named Karl Schaaf. 
He had sustained fatal injuries in 
a freak automobile accident. 

In a letter that she would later 
send to Crawford, Schaaf’s wife 
Kim said that the decision to 
donate his organs while he was 
still dying was one of the hardest 
choices she would ever have to 
make, 

It would be a long time before 
Crawford got to know Karl 
Schaaf’s story. He would even- 
tually find that Kim Schaaf had 
not only lost a husband, but two 
young girls named Nicole and 
Samantha had lost a father as 
well, 

Crawford’s relationship with

Schaaf’s family began one year 


‘later, when he sent them a letter 


introducing himself and thank- 
ing the family. The letter was 
transmitted through the hospital 
in order to prevent any possibili- 
ty of direct contact. 

The Schaaf family was quick 
to send a letter in reply. Through 
their correspondence, it was 
soon discovered that Lloyd 
Crawford and Karl Schaaf had 
much more in common than their 
heart. Both were avid outdoors- 
men. 

Both loved hunting. Both 
shared an unusual passion for 
convertibles. 

“To have us be connected like 
this ... it’s just unreal,” said 
Crawford. 

He eventually resolved to 
establish a firmer contact with 
his donor’s family. He included 
his phone number in a letter, 
although the hospital staff 
blacked it out. Not to be discour- 
aged, Nicole Schaaf (now Nicole 
Justice) found a way to see past 
the ink. 

“Me and my boyfriend at the 
time decoded it,” said Justice. 

That Christmas, Justice gave 
Crawford an unexpected gift. 
She gave the recipient of her 
father’s heart a phone call.

“I talked with her for a couple 
of hours,” said Crawford. 

Before long, Crawford met the 
Schaaf family in person. They 
even drove up from their home in 
Laingsburg to vacation at 
Crawford’s Grayling residence. 

“It’s just awesome to be con- 
nected with that family,” said 
Crawford. 

This summer, Justice present- 
ed Crawford a very special, and 
unusual, request. She asked him 
to dance in her father’s place at 
her wedding. 

“I just wanted part of my dad 
there,” said Justice. 

- Crawford accepted the invita- 
tion. The wedding took place on 
June 21. 

“It was just unreal, you know,” 
said Crawford. “It kind of 
chokes me up.” 

Crawford emphasized that this 
connection would never have 
been possible had it not been for 
Michigan organ donor programs. 

“T just want to help the donor 
situation,” said Crawford. 

It is a program that allowed 
Nicole Justice to dance with a lit- 
tle piece of her father at her wed- 
ding. This is not something that 
she takes for granted. 

“Since then, I’ve become a 
donor myself,” said Justice.

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New oak wilt disease cases on the rise 


Homeowners in Crawford 
County should be on the lookout 
for a deadly tree problem that is 
beginning to show up more fre- 
quently. It’s called oak wilt dis- 
ease. Oak trees infected with the 
disease suddenly “shutdown” or 
wilt and shed their leaves in mid- 
summer. By the end of the sum- 
mer, infected oak trees die. 

Over the last few weeks in 
Crawford County, this year’s 
“crop” of infected oaks has 
become very noticeable. 
Pockets of oak wilt can now be 
found in virtually all areas of the 
county. In addition, oak wilt is 
increasingly spreading across 
Michigan and is now becoming a 
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serious forest and shade tree 
problem in many areas across 
the northern Lower Peninsula. 

While oak wilt can attack trees 
in both the red and white family 
of oak trees, it is a much more 
serious forest pest of red oak 
trees. Typically, red oaks quickly 
wilt and die once they become 
infected with the wilt disease. 
The oak wilt fungus literally 
blocks all the water conducting 
tissue inside a tree and causes the 
tree to wither and die from lack 
of water. White oaks are more 
resistant but can still become 
infected, but not as easily as trees 
in the red oak family. 

The oak wilt disease is first to 
spread into a new, previously 
uninfected yard or neighborhood 
by small picnic beetles that carry 
the fungus on their bodies. These 
beetles are attracted to fresh 
pruning cuts or other types of 
injury on oak trees that expose 
the inner bark or sapwood. As 
the beetles feed on the sap of 
these open wounds, they inadver- 
tently transfer spores of the fun- 
gus from their bodies into the oak 
tree. 

Once a single tree becomes 
infected with oak wilt in an area, 


_ infected trees. 


the disease is further spread 
underground to other oak trees in 
close proximity through root 
grafts that surrounding trees cre- 
ate between one another. 
Consequently, a patch of oak 
wilt killed trees usually occurs 
that takes on a somewhat circular 
pattern of tree mortality as the 
disease slowly is transferred from 
tree to tree via root grafts over a 
number of years. While this pat- 
tern is helpful in identifying oak 
wilt (in combination with other 
symptoms), it doesn’t necessarily 
make it easier to treat or slow 
down the spread of the disease. 
‘Currently, there is no chemical 
pesticide available that can 
absolutely cure the disease once a 
tree becomes infected. Instead, 
the most common method of 
treatment is to slow the spread of 
the diseases by severing (break- 
ing) the root grafts between oak 
trees. The most effective way to 
do this is by running 4-5 foot 
long (deep) trench lines under- 
ground in a series of plow lines 
between healthy and suspected 
All trees, within 
the inner portions of the plow 
lines may eventually die, but the 
correct installation of the trench 


or plow lines severs the grafts 
between trees and halts the 
spread of the disease. 

Given the expense of installing 
trench or plow lines, the most 
effective means of dealing with 
oak wilt by a homeowner is to 
prevent the disease from ever: - 
establishing itself in an area to 
begin with. While this may 
seem impossible, homeowners 
can help considerably in this 
regard by not pruning or injuring 
oak trees during the summer - 
months (approximately from 
April | through Sept. 1) which is 
the most active period of infec- 
tion. Experiences from 
Minnesota and Illinois (where 
oak wilt is a widespread prob- 
lem) has shown that not pruning 
or injuring trees during the sum- 
mer has really been effective at 
slowing the spread of oak wilt. 
Moreover, all pruning of oaks 
should be withheld until the dor- 
mant season in areas where oak 
wilt has been.already detected.

This kit is also useful for sen- 
iors with Alzheimer’s, since a 
common symptom of 
Alzheimer’s disease is wander- 
ing. It meets all the requirements 
of the Alzheimer’s Association. 

The Masons encourage seniors 
to participate in the program, as 
the kit will expedite identifica- 
tion in the event of an accident or 
confused wandering. 

At the MICHIP event, Masons 
generate individual identification 
kits that are given to the parent, 
guardian or participant to take 
home for safekeeping.
